FAST TIME EXPECTED AT OAKLAND. 



That the Oakl.and track was never in better e.on- 
dltlon than at pre.*;ent is vouched for by trainers 
who are emrased in srettinff their horses ready f(»r 
Hie or*onins day. The top dressinc: of rich loam that 
Superintendent Grant applied to the course before 
traininy operati<»ns hecan. has been worked down 
and is provlnir a trreat factor in the improvement 
of the track. Tlie m*w' loam dressing has given the 
track a splendid cuslilon. and tlie trainers declare 
it is a pleasure to train horses over it. Experts who 
have given Hie sulyiect consideration pre<iict that it 
will 1)0 lightning fast this season. 

It is generall.v agreed that an ex'tremely hard sur- 
face is not indispensable to fast time. Good .imlges 
maintain that horses will run faster over a track 
with the T)T<mer sort of cushion than over the same 
truck with no cushion. Very ordinary horses have 
worked wowlerfully well over the track, and in view 
of the high cbiss of the horses that will Ik* engaged 
in the racing, it ma.v be e.xpeeted tlvat there will be 
n general shattering of tracK records before the 
meeting is far advanced if fllie winter rains do not 
tjome too earl.y.

PIMLICO SWAMPED WITH RAIN AND MUD. 

Statesman Runs Awray from the Crack Filly Trance 
— Gridiron Defeats Horace E. 

Piiltimore. Md., October 2V>. Heavy rains which 
set in this inorniii" and continued all afternoon, 
uriicd tin* track at I’imlico into a latie of mud and 
lush, with the going a perfect quagmire. The 
IH Ids were gr»atly r*‘duced by withdrawals, four 
. o'ng to tlie post in tlie .second. Hiree in the fourth 
and sixtli races and two in the closing one. 

'i'he racing wa.s tame and featureless, a majority 
f the winners Icjiding by big margins at the end. 
I'a voiiti'S were suc<*essfnl iti 1hr«*e of tiu* rae»*s. 
Rufus. Perkeley and .Vstcr d’Or being the successfiil 
elitti»**s. 'flu* card in iis original state was an e\- 
Ilejit «nie. It was the best that liad been offered 
t»y the <lnb since tin opening day :ind hail the 
(rack been in g*)o<l shape*, some exciting racing 
would have l)t*on witnessed. As it was it was very 
rdinary, but thi.s was to be expected under tin* 
c«niditions which prevailed. P«*sides the Stafford 
Purse, there were offen*d as features the Mount 
Wasliington Steeplechase. Despite the disagreeable 
we.itlier the attendance was large and speculation 
brisk. 

'Fhe greatest upset of the afternoon was the lie 
feat of G«*orgir Odom’s filly. Trance, in Ihe fifth race, 
for wiiieli she was a heavily backed oilds-on choice. 
Tramx* was known to be a mud runner of merit. 
She met and beat Fitz Herbert over a heavy track 
l.ist spring, and this line eiw>t the public dearly. 
rnim*e was in*ver a really <langerous eontender in 
today’s race. Slate.snian riumiug away from her and 
winning by seven lengths. Statesman was fortunat 
in lK*ating his <q)ponents away from the pi>st. and 
this advantage meant much in tin? going this nftcr- 
iHHMi. .MH’arthy imide Ihe most of lii.s advantage 
with Statesman and opem*d up a J<*ad of a couple 
of lengths in Hie first sixteenth. Pefore they had 
gone ;i furlong, however. 1’rance w’as on almost even 
terms with the leader, hut on the turn out of the 
baekstrefi'h faltered and was cut off and crowded 
hack. Statesman then drew aw'ay into a big lead 
ainl at tlio finish was under restraint. 

(iridirou added another nurse to the credit of 
David Dunlop wlien he l>oat Ihe Rainey crack. Horae 
E.. twenty length.s in the closing race. In the earlv 
running McCarthy had Gridiron under restraint, hut 
when he made his move at tlie half-mile ground 
hi.s mount w’ent to Hie front with a ni.s-h and in the 
stretch kept going away. Gridiron is one of the 
horses that Mr. Dunlop eontemnlates sending down 
to Cuba next w’inter to take part in the meeting to 
be given by the Havana Jockey Club at the Almen- 
darea course. 

Steward Henry J. Morris received word from S. 
S. Howland that the Washington Jockey Club had 
offered its course without cost to tlie gentlemen who 
pro|)ost*d giving a meeting there this fall to follow 
that at I’imlico. lie also stated that enough men 
would bi* retained by sunerintendent Strahan to 
keep the track in good condition all winter and that 
liorsemen would be charged the nominal fee of $1 
per week a stall. 

Mr. Howland also wrote that H. C. rrickmore, 
the veteran racing official who was removed to a 
sanitarium a few* weeks ago. is progressing favor- 
ably and will bi* about again in about ten days. 

J. T. Muir, with Polar Star and several others, 
got in from Toronto this morning. 

Herbert Gravson. one of the stable lads employed 
by C. II. Douglas, trainer of Palm, remounted the 
latter after he unseated Williams and, finishing the 
course, enabled Palm to get third money.
